The discovery is the single-handed 
work of an 82-year-old scientist, Dr. 
Robert Broom, a Scottish geologist 
of the Transvaal Museum, Pretoria, 
South Africa. 

Dr. Broom held the members of 
the New York Academy of Sciences 
spellbound with the story of his dis- 
covery of what he believes is the 
“Garden of Eden” in the Karoo val- 
ley in northern Transvaal in Africa. 

It was here that his lifetime of 
exploration which covered every 
section of the globe, was at last re- 
warded with one of the greatest geo- 
logical discoveries. 

The Karoo is a broad valley 500 
miles long and 200 miles wide. It 
is bounded by mountains whose 
cliffs contain many caves, which 
were once occupied by early man. 

Five caves discovered by Dr. 
Broom contained g profusion of fos- 
sils of almost all epochs back to the 
earliest reptiles. Dr. Broom believes 
there are enough of these fossils in 
the valley to keep an army of scien- 
tists busy for the next 100 years. 

It was here he found not just the 
missing link for which scientists 
have long been seeking, but a whole 
series of links needed to trace the 
ancestry of man back to ‘the very 
birth of the human race. Here dwelt 
the common ancestors from ‘whom 
all the races of this earth developed. 

The skulls and bones of these miss- 
ing links (Broom calls them the “ape 
man”) reveal that they were between 
four and five feet tall, with heads 
large in proportion to their small 
bodies. 

Their brains were comparable in 
size with the smaller range of brains 


how to make fires and weapons. 

The hands are finely shaped and 
not of a type useful in walking on 
all fours, as the apes use their 
hands, 

Like all scientific discoveries, the 
discovery \of these fossils creates 
more problems than it solves. For 
one thing it makes the human race 
much older than previously thought 
possible, 

These early men, whose relics 
have now been unearthed, lived be- 
tween one million and two million 
years ago, far beyond all previous 
records. 

We now know that the ancestry 
of man reaches much further back 
than ever had been dreamed. These 
early men whose skulls and bones 
were found in the Karoo valley, 
while between one and two million 
years old, had already progressed a 
long way down the path of evolu- 
tion, 

The skull cavities show that a 
large artery provided the brain with 
a generous blood supply, which 
would indicate it was active. 

There is evidence of a primitive 
development of the frontal lobes 
which are believed to be the seat, in 
modern man, of the higher ethical 
and intellectual thinking processes, 

While the Karoo Man is much the 
oldest discovered, he is still merely 
a link in the upper part of the long 
chain connecting man with his first 
ancestors. The start of the human 
species, when man and the apes 
branched in different directions from 
a common ancestor, was millions of 
years prior to the appearance of the 
Karoo man.

ing Wax Models 


To Fight Insects, Plant Diseases 


CHATHAM, Ont. — While the 
artistic accomplishments of Al- 
bert Wood are not as renowned 
as those of Madame Tussaud’s 
famous wax museum in London, 
England, they are_ infinitely 
more useful to agriculture. 

On the staff of the Dominion En- 
tomological Laboratory in Chatham, 
the 65-year-old craftsman has con- 


verted his boyhood hobby of model-| 


ling birds into wax, into a science 
which now is helping to battle insect 
pests and plant diseases responsible 
for untold damage to Canadian crops 
each year. His belief is that if 
people recognize plant pests and ac- 
tually see the destruction that can 
be wrought by them, they are apt 
to be much more conscious of apply- 
ing sound control measures. 

One of his most outstanding crea- 
tions is a collection of wax models 
of potatoes which was on display in 
the agricultural chemicals section of 


the C-I-L Chemical Wonderland at 
the Canadian National Exhibition 
this summer, These are exact re- 
plicas of “tubers” which have been 
attacked by a large assortment of 
insects such as white grubs, wire- 


worms, flea beetles, scab gnats and 


) garden slugs Others show diseases 


jlike fusarium dry rot, stem-end rot, 
black heart, late blight and bacterial 
ring rot, As diagnosis in medicine 
is the first step toward a cure, so 
recognition of plant pests suggests

The veteran entomologist was the 
| first man in Canada to model foliage 
from plastic. At a grain exhibition 
in Regina, two large cases of his

He is currently working on plastio 
models of the life cycle of the saw- 


fly, an insect responsible for heavy 
damage to wheat fields. Magnified

Underground 
Fire Tests May 
Change Coal 


(By Canadian Press) 

LAKE SUCCESS. — Scientists 
are experimenting with an un- 
derground fire in Alabama that 
may make it possible to heat 
your home and drive your car 
at a fraction of present costs. 

The United Nations scientific con- 
ference on the conservation and 
utilization of resourtes was told 
about the blaze—turning coal into 
gas without mining it—by M. H. 
Fies of the Alabama Power Com- 
pany and James L, Elder of the 
United States Bureau of Mines, 

It was set off by a hand grenade 
last March in a U-shaped tunnel 
through a coal seam at Gorgas, Ala. 

It is still burning, under blasts of 
air from first one end of the tunnel 
and then the other. 

Results, so far, indicate possibility 
of producing gas for heating and in- 
dustry at equivalent of coal at $3.50 
a ton, the two scientists reported to 
delegates from 50 countries, 

The same set-up can be used for 
cheap production of so-called “syn- 
thesis’ gas used in the conversion 
of coal to gasoline and other petro- 
leum products, ‘

Volunteer crews of forest fire 
fighters are now being organized in 
parts of Saskatchewan by the Forest 
Service. These crews work on the 
principal of the old volunteer fire 
crews Of some years back in that 
they are formed of men who live in 
the district, and can be at the scene 
of a bush fire in the shortest time. 
The crews are generally composed of 
five to 20 men and are organized 
under the supervision of the local 
forest officer. The members of the

They 
are payed for actual time spent on 
fires. The equipment is stored at a

This scheme is meeting with con- 
siderable public approval, for most 
people realize the advantages, which 
jare mainly: 

1. Speed in reaching the fire. The 
volunteers, (farmers and_ set- 
tlers) are near the trouble and 
can reach the fire fast enough 
to keep it from -spreading. 
Equipment is near at hand, and 
the crews are efficient in han- 
dling it, giving faster results. 
It promotes community spirit 
and initiative in preserving for- 
est resources, It gives people 
the opportunity to work togeth- 
er on their own to protect their 
own interests.

Be Modified 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y. —A 
leading Canadian agriculturist 
told food experts of the world 
that western Canada’s grain in- 
dustry may have to be modified. 

Dr, E. S. Archibald, director of the 
dominion’s experimental farm ser- 
vice, said grain growing may have 
to be replaced by a “grain-grass and 
legume sequence.” 

“Grass would be left down-periodi- 
cally for several years at a time in 
order to replace lost organic mat- 
ter,” Archibald said in a paper be- 
fore an agriculture section meeting 
at the United Nations scientific con- 
ference on the conservation and util- 
ization of resources, 

He said grain farming on the 
prairies, confined almost exclusively 
to cereals, has been maintained 
“fairly satisfactorily”, This has been 
done, he said, by technical advances 
in controlling wind erosion, plant dis- 
ease, insect pests, and better crop 
varieties, 

In a paper on cropping systems 
as an aid to sustained production, 
Archtbald added: 

“The grain industry in western 
Canada, however, is relatively young, 
and there are indications that the 
prevailing cropping system may 
eventually have to be modified to in- 
clude grass and legume cultivation.” 

Since there is about only two acres 
of crop land per person in the world 
it is necessary that soil resources 
everywhere be used to the best ad- 
vantage, Archibald said.

Rain-Makers 
Reported As Not 
Altogether Useless 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y.—Farmers 
and forest wardens don’t expect too 
much from those flying rain-makers 


j but don’t give them up as useless. 


That conclusion can be drawn 
from the report of three Canadian 
scientists whose paper on rain-mak- 
ing is up for discussion at the Unit- 
ed Nations scientific conference on 
conservation and utilization of re- 
sources, 

The scientists say that in 59 tests 
where pellets of dry ice were drop- 
ped into clouds from an aircraft, rain 
reached the ground underneath in 24 
per cent, o€ the cases. 

But they cautiously add that rain 
brought that way would not be 
enough in any particular area — it 
would also need natural rain, Fur- 
thermore, the usefulness of artificial 
precipitation in forestry is mainly in 
prevention rather than extinction of 
fires, they emphasize. 

The Canadians who wrote the re- 
port are J. L. Orr, and D. Fraser of 
the National Research Council, and 
K. G. Pettit of the Meteorological 
Service of Canada, all of Ottawa.

REGINA, Sask.—The “horse doc- 
tor” has gone modern.

It isn’t every vet who 
but Saskatchewan 
animal physicians who cover the

The two are Dr, Rex McCallum, 
of Moose Jaw, and Dr. Joseph Van 
Dane, of Carnduff, Sask. 

The Moose Jaw veterinarian, who 
graduated from Guelph Veterinary 
college in Ontario—the only one in 
Canada—in 1943, has been flying for 
better than two years. He bought 
his latest plane, a Cessna 120 two- 
seater job, two years ago at a cost 
of $5,000. 

Rex, who is 29, works out of a 
little office in the city of Moose Jaw, 
a small industrial and farming cen- 
tre of 30,000 population. 

“I use the plane for trips over 60 
miles chiefly,’’ he says. ‘During the 
winter I use it on all calls!” 

His plane, which is heated and 
carries a two-way radio, is housed in 
a hangar at the Moose Jaw airport, 
five miles south of the city. It is 
as cheap to operate as a car, the 
vet claims. He gets 20 to 25 miles 
to the gallon and can land the ma- 
chine in almost any pasture, summer 
fallow or stubble field. During the 
winter he changes the wheels to 
skis, which enables him to land al- 
most anywhere and taxi right up to

NEW CHEMICAL TO REPLACE 
DDT AS LIVESTOCK SPRAY 


An_ insecticide—meéthoxycholor— 
expected to replace DDT as a live- 
stock spray, is now available in 
Canada, 

More lethal to some insects than 
DDT, yet less toxic to human be- 
ings, the new chemical was devel- 
oped in the U.S. It has already 


| been adopted there as a standard 


cattle spray to control several 
species of flies which are respon. 
sible for millions of dollars in los- 
ses to the American and Canadian 
beef production. 

Extensive experiments by Can- 
adian federal, provincial and in- 
dustrial entomologists during the 
past two years were highly suc- 


| cessful, stated C.R. Asher, develop- 


ment manager of C.LL.’s agricul- 
tural chemicals division. 
Methoxycholor was recommended 
fly spray when U.S. health 
authorities found dangerous 
amounts of DDT in milk and meat 
from treated livestock. Methoxy- 
cholor, on the other hand, is said to 
leave practically no residue in the 
flesh of animals and is only 1-24 


ed. 


in Canada as a cattle spray al: 
though certain areas report that 
DDT-resistant fly strains are dev- 
eloping. Where this problem has 
been encountered, Methoxycholor 
was tried as a fly control with 
great success, 

“Introduction of methoxycholor 
does not mean that DDT is on the 
way out,” the agriculture scientist 
explained. “The latter is still an 
excellent insect killer and will 
continue to be used in controlling 
pests that attack the potato, tob- 
acco, fruit and certain vegetable 
crops. The new chemical, however, 


will eliminate human health haz- 
ards created by DDT and serve as 
a lethal weapon against the so- 
called ‘super-fly’.”
